Bluntly Asserts Russia 
and U.S. Must Be 
Friends or Face War 
— Blasts ‘Cold War’

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19 
(UPI)—Soviet Deputy Premier 
Anastas I. Mikoyan said today 
Russia would meet force with 
force if the United States tried 
to break through any blockade 
of West Berlin. 

The warning came after Mik- 
oyan’s sweetness-and-light visit 
blew up in an angry exchange 
of cold war charges with this 
Government. 

Mikoyan bluntly said in a 
speech to a National Press 
Club luncheon that Russia and 
the United States must become 
friends or face a new and ter- 
rible war. 

One high American official 
afterward described the speech 
as “outrageous.” 

The luncheoh remarks fol- 
lowed an angry exchange with 
the State Department. 

Mikoyan said after a 45-min- 
ute meeting with C. Douglas 
Dillon, under secretary of 
state for economic affairs, that 
the State Department is con- 
ducting a “cold war” that af- 
fects world trade. 

The Department immediate- 
ly issued an equally angry re- 
tort that Mikoyan was abusing 
United States hospitality by 
making “fatuous” remarks 
about the Government. 

After his Press Club speech 
Mikoyan was asked by a re- 
porter in a question-and-answer 
period “what would happen” 
if the United States were to 
use force to supply Berlin. 

“Force meets with force,” 
Mikoyan replied through his in- 
terpreter. 

Mikoyan declared in his 
speech that ‘‘we all realize that

But the unappealable state 
court decision had more im- 


mediate effect on the future of 
Virginia public school opera- 
tions. 

In a 22-page majority opin- 
ion by Chief Justice John W 
Eggleston, the court rejected 
a principal contention of the 
Almond administration. This 
was that when the United 
States Supreme Court knocked 
out the segregation section of 
the Virginia constitution it 
also invalidated the section re- 
quiring the state to provide for 
The 
decision came on a 5- to -2 
decision. 

The court also rejected the 
Legislature's definition of 
“efficient” as meaning schools 
that are operated only on a 
racially segregated basis.

Economists measure the in- 


flationary impact of federal fi- 
nancing by the “cash budget.” 
This is always bigger than the 


regular budget and does not 
always follow the same pat- 
tern of surplus or deficit. 

The cash budget includes 
major items not counted in the 
conventional budget, such as 
the huge social security, high- 
wav and other trust funds of 
which the Government is con- 
sidered the custodian rather 
than the owner. 

When payments into and out 
oO. those funds are counted in 
with regular budget outlavs. 
the Government in this 1959 
fiscal vear is paying out $94.- 
900 000.000 It is receiving 
about $81.650.000,000. 

But under Mr Eisenhower's 
proposals, the Government ‘in- 
would increase to 93'2 
billion dollars and the outgo 
would drop below 93 billions 


for a net surplus of about 
$600,000.000 in the cash 
budget. 


One major factor outside the 
regular budget is a change in 
the social security trust fund. 
It is paying out this fiscal year 
more than a billion dollars 
above the amount received in 
payroll collections. A boost in 
the tax rate this month and an- 
other due Jan. 1, 1960, should 
reverse that in the new budget 
year 

The proposed inorease of 1'2

Dem.), Massachusetts, of the 
Senate Labor subcommittee 
are about ready to introduce 
labor reform bills. which figure 
to touch off one of the hottest 
battles at this session of Con. 
gress 

Both will be designed to cor- 
rect abuses exposed by the 
Senate Rackets committee. But 
the administration measure. 
which Senator Barry Gold- 
water ‘Rep.), Arizona, plans to 
sponsor, is expected to be by 
far the tougher. 

Similar to Beaten Bill. 

Kennedy probably will pat- 
tern his bill along the lines of 
the ‘“‘moderate’’ measure which 
he and former Senator Irving 
M. Ives ‘Rep.), New York spon. 
sored last vear. It passed the 
Senate, but died in the midst 
of a roaring controversy in the 
House 

Mr. Eisenhower said in his 
hudget message that he would 
recommend “effective statutor, 
protection for workers and the 


public from racketeering, cor- 
ruption, and abuse of demo- 
cratic processes which have 


heen disclosed in the affairs of 
certain labor unions.” 

‘Additional statutory protec- 
tion in the field of labor-man- 
agement relations will likewise 
be proposed to promote equity 
and stabilitv in the relations 
among workers, unions and em- 
plovers,” he said 

The latter proposal was not 
spelled out but may have re- 
ferred to curbs on secondary 
boveotts and “blackmail” pic- 
keting which the President 
mentioned in his state of the 
union message 

Extension Not Urged. 

Mir Eisenhower’ said the 
emergency unemplovment 
compensation measure erracted 

vear had proved valuable 
an anti-recession measure 
Rut he did not recommend 
that it be extended. bevond its 
April 1 expiration date 

Rather, he said, the system 
should be improved by widen- 
ing its coverage, extending the 
duration of benefits and in- 
creasing the size of payments 
He did not get down to spe- 
cifics but said this proposal 
carried “added conviction as a 
result of last year’s experi- 
ence.” 

The President urged also 
that the Fair Labor Standards 
Act, setting up minimum wages 
and hours, be broadened to 
include several million more 
workers. He did not specifical- 
ly recommend any increase in 
the $l-an-Khour minimum, a 
step advocated by some mem- 
of Congress.

master flood protection system 
on the Mississippi river at St. 

Louis was requested today by

The President’s budget for 
the fiscal year 1960 also asked 
for a $9,875,000 appropriation 
to build a federal maximum 
security prison in eastern Mis- 
souri or southern Illinois. The 
prison is expected to be lo- 
cated near St. Louis. 

No new federal funds were 
requested in the budget for 
continued work on the Jeffer- 
son National Expansion Memo- 
rial on the St. Louis riverfront. 
A 1956 appropriation of $2,640.- 
000 for the memorial project 
has not yet been spent. 

Members of the St. Louis 
area delegation in Congress 
said it would be difficult to ob- 
tain additional funds for the | 
memorial at this session unless 
the money already appropriated | 
is obligated in the near future. 

Representatives Leonor K. 
Sullivan and Frank M. Kars- | 
ten, St. Louis Democrats, urged | 
that contracts be let “as quickly 
as possible’ for 
phases of the memorial work, 
including relocation of railroad 
tracks on the riverfront. 


$500,000 Less Than Sought. 


Karsten said the amount re- 
quested by Mr. Eisenhower for 
the flood control project ap- 
peared to be about $500,000 less 
than’the Army Corps of Engi- 
neers had said it could use in 
the 1960 fiscal period, which 
begins next July 1. The Corps 
of Engineers had informed Sen- 
ator Stuart Symington of Mis- 
souri that it could use up to 
$4.800,000 in fiscal 1960. 

With an estimated carry-over 
of $100,000 from the current 
fiscal year, the Administration 
budget said $4,300,000 would 
be available for the flood con- 
trol work if Congress approves | 
the amount. 

Karsten told the _ Post- 
Dispatch he would ask the en- 
gineers if they could profitably 
use $4,800,000. If this is the | 
case, he said he would try to 
persuade the corps to ask for 
the additional $500,000. 

In the event this cannot be 
done, “I would favor direct 
congressional action to increase 
the appropriation, as we have 
done before when the Presi- 
dent's budget requests were in- 
adequate,’ Karsten added, 

$126,000,000 Total. 


Total cost of the flood pro- 
tection system was estimated 
in the budget at $126,000,000. 
Congress voted $1,700,000 last 
vear to begin construction of 
the series of earthen levees, 
concrete floodwalls and pump- 
ing stations. 

The budget message said the 
project would be 5.1 per cent 
completed by the end of fiscal | 
1960 if the amount requested 
by Mr. Eisenhower is approved. 
The system would be designed 
to protect St. Louis against a. 
flood stage of up to 52 feet. 

An appropriation of $2,300.- 
000 was recommended in the 
budget to continue construc- 
tion of a flood control system 
for East St. Louis and vicinity. 
The budget message said this 
project would be 57.2 per cent 
completed by the end of fiscal 
1960. | 

It is designed to protect 111 
square miles around East St. 
Louis, Granite City, Madison 
and Venice from a _  52-foot 
flood stage on the Mississippi. 
The budget estimated the total 
cost would be $23,700,000. 

An appropriation of $1,758.- 
000 to continue work on a 
rockfill dam at Chain of Rocks 
also was requested in the 
budget. The project, designed 
to relieve low water conditions 
on the Mississippi below the 
Alton dam, was authorized by 
Congress last year. 

At the same time, Congress 
voted $1,000,000 to begin con- 
struction of the dam. The 
budget estimated the total cost 
at $6,300,000 and said it would 
be 35.3 per cent completed by 
the end of fiscal 1960 if the 
requested new appropriation is 
approved. 

In recommending construc- 
tion of the new dam, the Army 
Corps of Engineers said water 
levels as low as six feet have 
hampered barge traffic at lock 
and dam 26 at Alton. The new 
dam will be 900 feet below 
Chain of Rocks. 


Maximum Security, Prison.

President Eisenhower proposed 
to spend only about half the 
amount Congress authorized 
for the new science education 
program in fiscal 1960. 

Mr. Eisenhower's budget to- 
day recommended spending 
$110,000,000 “pending further 
experience with the program,” 
set up only last year to meet 
Russia's space-age challenge in 
producing scientists and other 
experts. 

Congress authorized expen- 
ditures of about $222,000,000 
for fiscal 1960 when it en- 
acted the National Defense 
Education Law last year. All 
told, it called for a one billion 
dollar program to strengthen 
science, mathematics and lan- 
guage training in the schools 
and colleges over a basic four- 
year period. Some benefits 
would be spread out over three 
succeeding years. 

The President's budget called 
for $60,000,000 —a $9,000,000 
increase—for advanced science 
educational programs of the 
National Science Foundation. 

Under these programs, he 
said, 28,000 teachers—includ- 
ing one out of every six high 
school science and mathematics 
instructors—will have an op- 
portunity to attend institutes 
aimed at improving teaching in 


| these fields. 


The new budget contained 
nothing for general school con- 
struction, and called for a cut- 
back in aid to schools crowded 
by children of federal workers 

Mr. Eisenhower last year 
shelved his previous recom- 
mendations for school construc- 
tion aid in favor of the science 
education program.

cise taxes, due to expire June

The largest tax increase. 
$690,000,000 for next year and 
up to $900,000,000 annually 
thereafter, would come from 
raising the present federal tax 
on motor fuel to 449 cents 
from 3 cents a gallon. These 
collections would go into the 
special highway trust fund out- 
side the regular buget, but if 
the increase is not voted the 
reguiar budget would be 
charged to make up about a 
$250.000,000 deficit in the trust 
fund because of commitments 
already made.

City Uses 


Spuds Fit Into Every 
Menu—40.032 Sacks 
(100 pounds each) 
Moved Out in Week.

When you plan your dinner 
menus you may debate be- 
tween chicken, pork or beef: 
you may waiver between brus- 
sels sprouts and broccoli, but 
if yours is a typical household 
you will automatically write 
down “potatoes.” The good old 
spud is America’s most fre- 
quently served vegetable—and 
St. Louisans certainly do their 
part to make this true. 

It takes 20 or more carloads 
of potatoes per day to fill the 
needs of the St. Louis market. 
To be_ specific, 40,032 100- 
pound sacks were unloaded in 
the city last week—and that is 
a lot of potatoes, no matter 
how they are served. 

Potatoes didn’t always enjoy 
such popularity. As a matter 
of fact, historians report that 
the English once formed an or 
Zanization called the “Society 
for the» Prevention of Un- 
wholesome Diet,” the purpose 
of which was to discourage the 
eating of potatoes. (The word 
“spud” is said to have come 
from the initials of that name.) 

But in spite of early preju- 
dice, potatoes became one of 
the world’s most important 
foods. Somewhere in the 
United States farmers are har- 
vesting potatoes every week of 
the year. 

Since potatoes are so im- 
portant in daily meals, surely 
they deserve to he selected 
carefully and cooked properly. 
When marketing, look for rea- 
sonably clean potatoes that are 
firm, smooth and well shaped 
and are free from cuts, blem- 
ishes and decay. Avoid pota- 
toes that show green color on 
some part of the surface: this 
condition, known as. sunburn, 
is usually caused by exposure 
to sunlight or bright artificial 
light, and greened potatoes 
generally have a bitter flavor. 

There are many varieties of 
potatoes on the market, each 
with its own set of cooking 
qualities. When in doubt, the 
safest thing to do is to cook a 
small quantity of a certain va- 
riety. If the potatoes fall apart 
when you boil them, try baking 
what is left in that package: 
they should be mealy, the best 
quality for baking, But if the 
potatoes are firm after baking, 
they probably will hold their 
shape best for frying, cream- 
ing, scalloping or making sal- 
ads. 

St. Louis is known as pre- 
dominately a red and russet 
potato market during the win- 
ter months; muy of the pota- 
toes here at the present time 
are either Idaho russets or 
potatoes from the Red River 
valley of the north. Both are 
good all-purpose potatoes. 


. _ . 

In just what form do all of 
those potatoes that pour into 
St. Louis every day reach the 
dinner tables of the communi- 
ty? No doubt most of them 
are either fried, baked or 
mashed. But if you are a 
little tired of this routine, 
there are literally hundreds 
of’ ways to vary the potato 
course. 

They may be served as a 
chowder, used as a topping for 
meat or fish pies, turned into 
an airy souffle. Mashed or 
Duchess potatoes may be ar- 
ranged attractively around a 
planked steak, or a hamburger 
loaf may be “frosted” with 
piping hot mashed potatoes. 

It has been said that pota- 
toes should be cooked with 
imagination and seasoned with 
ingenuity. Don’t be afraid to 
experiment with seasonings; 
you will find that it is fun to 
see what cheese, herbs and 
other foods can do to spark the 
flavor of the humble spud. 

Take mashed potatoes, for 
example. Here is a fool-proof 
formula to make perfect 
mashed potatoes every time, 
along with two variations of 
mashed potatoes. 

Allow one large (‘about five 
inches long) potato for each 
person. Pare as thinly as pos- 
sible, for a lot of goodness lies 
under the skin. Cut in uniform 
pieces. Do not allow to stand 
over-long in. water, for this 
takes from the precious nutri- 
ents. Place potatoes in a ket- 
tle with salted cold water one 
inch up on sides of the pan. It 
is better to use a wide, shallow 
pan—rather than one with deep 
sides and small in diameter— 
in order to have uniform done- 
ness. Cover tightly. Bring 
boiling point 
quickly. Reduce heat so that 
the potatoes will steam until 
fork-tender. Time will depend 


upon size of pieces.

Whip into 
the potatoes, adding salt and 
pepper to taste. 

When the potatoes are fluffy, 
serve at once in a heated dish, 
with plenty of butter atop and 
a flick of paprika, a dusting of 
chopped parsley or snipped 
chives or slivered almonds. 

If mashed potatoes must 
wait, place kettle in a pan of 
boiling water over very low 
heat, using a folded dish 
towel between lid and kettle 
to absorb the steam. 

There are many potato reci- 
pes starting with mashed po- 
tatoes, which may be made up 
the day before and refrigerated 
until ready to use. Try these 
with a beef roast.

The Cost of Medical Care 

On Dec. 27, an editorial en- 
titled “‘A Sop for the Old and IIl” 
stated that “The American Med- 
ical Association, which opposes 
every public health measure even 
faintly seeming to threaten the 
opportunity of private practition- 
ers to charge as much as the traf- 
fic will bear, is girding for a 
fight on the old and ailing.”’ 

The article mentions the Forand 
bil] and ends with the question: 
“Which shall medical science first 
and foremost serve—greed, or 
need?” 

It is not true that “physicians 
charge as much as the traffic will 
bear,’ nor does greed motivate 
the physician to enter the profes- 
sion of medicine 

Physicians all over this broad 
land have obtained their educa- 
tion by long and arduous study, 
working for years at a pittance 
while obtaining their training. 
They pay their own way for their 
educational opportunity. They 
make no further inroads upon so- 
ciety economically than those they 
work for Each physician does 
his share in caring for those who 
cannot afford to pay. 

There is a great confusion in 
the minds of most persons about 
the cost of medical care and we 
feel that it should be pointed out 
that physicians’ fees and medical 


costs are below the consumer 
price index There is generally 
higher hospital cost which has 
nothing whatsoever to do with 


the physician's fee and is not con- 
trolled by him Nearly every 
other commodity and the workers’ 
salary has risen far more 

A recent study of the 
span published by the US. Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics § said: 
“The price increase over the 20- 
year period was smaller for med- 
ical care other than hospitaliza-

tion than for any one of the 
major groups.” 
The AMA Bureau of Medical 


Economic Research study of this 
situation attributes higher hos- 
pital rates to increased overhead, 
operation costs, labor costs, more 
costly technical procedures, ex- 
panded X-ray and laboratory, and 
expenditures on new building and 
equipment. 


The doctor himself does not 
have any part in this at all. The 
chart below is self-explanatory. 
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No other profession is so need- 
lessly attacked without the true 
facts being known, in the face of 
the self-evident steady progress 
towards better health for our peo- 
ple.

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An Easing of Tempers 


The portrait of a Russian which Anastas 
Mikoyan presented to the American public 
over television Sunday was a fascinating com- 
pound of toughness, resilience, evasiveness, 
intelligence, power and ruthlessness. He 
gave one a strong sense of the gulf that 
yawns between his nation and ours. Yet the 
very fact that he was there, submitting to 
free and sometimes not too searching ques- 
tions by newsmen, was the most impressive 
fact of all. 

Some of Mikoyan’s questioners seemed to 
take the attitude that an accommodation is 
impossible unless the Russians are ready to 
become exactly like Americans—to sign some 
sort of oath of loyalty to our institutions 
rather than their own. But the differences 
between us, no matter how big, are still not 
sO important as the common interest in peace 
and in settlements that. will help strengthen 
peace 

If Mikoyan has re-emphasized the extent 
of the differences, he has also recalled the 
need for sensible discussion of them. “I do 
not think,” he said before seeing President 
Fisenhower, “it is possible to turn overnight 
all ‘nyet, nyet, nyets’ into ‘da, da, das.’ There 
will have to be meetings and there will have 
to be a willingness by the parties to achieve 
agreements: but things may be moving in 
that direction.” 

The concessions, as he knows, cannot come 
all from one side. So far, as he pointed out 
in his television interview, there have been 
no concrete counter-proposals on the German- 
Berlin issue from our side. Surely they will 
have to come. We cannot be content with 
merely rejecting Soviet proposals: there must 
be reasonable ones of our own. The extended 
discussions of Mikoyan’s at the State Depart- 
ment offer hope that the process of review- 
ing our position is at least under way. 

In essence, the Mikoyan visit to the United 
States was supra-diplomatic. He came as a 
visitor—a visitor of the highest importance— 
rather than as a plenipotentiary. His mission 
probably was exploratory, intended to find 
new and more fruitful ground for the diplo- 
mats and the heads of state. If so, it will be 
some time before its results will be fully 
apparent. 

Mikoyan undoubtedly impressed and was 
impressed. He handled himself well. When 
asked, at his U.N. press conference, about 
demonstrations against him in some cities, 
he was forthright enough to say that he did 
not regard them as “a great achievement of 
the American way of life,” but he also was 
realistic or diplomatic enough to say that he 
“realized that 99 per cent of Americans have 
nothing to do with that sort of thing.” He 
handled the inevitable question about Ameri- 
can girls like a veteran: “American girls are 
usually friendlier to us than men. They 
want friendship and peace.” But if he was 
pleased with American girls, he seems to 
have been even more impressed by American 
capitalism. He freely acknowledged its ac- 
complishments. He did not predict its col- 
lapse. And he wes pleased by the American 
business man’s desire for peace. “This is 
the first time,” he said, “I have heard such 
things from high representatives of capital.” 

In short, the United States put its best foot 
forward for Mikoyan. He now may try to 
persuade his associates to follow this good 
example. Unless he is a Machiavellian fraud, 
his visit demonstrated the value of personal 
contacts. It brought no concrete achieve- 
ments, but it improved the atmosphere—the 
mood—for purposeful exchanges. It is up 
to Moscow and Washington to try to turn 
this easing of tempers to mutual advantage. 


Let the Voters Decide 


Senator Thomas C, Hennings says he will 
ask Congress to repeal the Twenty-second 
Amendment of the Constitution, which limits 
a President to two terms. A Republican Con- 
gress produced this amendment as a reaction 
to President Roosevelt's extra terms, but to- 
day it would prevent a Republican President 
from serving again, even if he wished to do so. 

Two issues are involved here: The first one 
is that the two-term limit prevents the voters 
from deciding the extent of a President's 
service in the White House. Moreover, the 
limit hinders the Chief Executive in his sec- 
ond term. He cannot run again, he has no 
further extensive patronage to offer, and as 
Senator Hennings says, he begins “to lose 
control of his own political party.” 

The Missouri Senator’s remarks are strik- 
ingly similar to those of Missouri’s Governor 
in the latter's legislative message. Gov. Blair 
proposes to remove the State Constitution’s 
bar on second terms for governors. He 
points out that a governor spends the first 
two vears of his long term learning his re- 
sponsibilities, and in the second two years, 
when he should be effective, ‘‘the office has 
a number of lame duck characteristics.” Like 
the President in his second term, the Missouri 
Governor at the end of his first term loses 
influence with his party and the legislative 
body. 

Both the federal and state limitations are 
an unnecessary restriction on the authority of 
the executive branch and an insult to the in- 
telligence and integrity of the voters. Both 
should be repealed. 


Help for the Schools 


Daniel L. Schlafly of the School Board is to 
be commended for his decision to go directly 
to the Legislature for a bill putting the sys- 
tem’s patronage-ridden Building department 
under the Superintendent of Instruction. This 
would be a tremendous step to asserting the 
children’s priority for school funds. Most of 
Mr. Schlafly’s colleagues on the Board, domi- 
nated as it is by those who owe their seats to 
the ward politicians, want no part of this 
reform. 

Two exceptions are members Louis H. An- 
toine and Qscar A. Ehrhardt. Mr. Ehrhardt es- 
pecially could provide powerful help for Mr. 
Schlafly and those friends of the schools, in- 
cluding the League of Women Voters, who 
have long sought this change. Mr. Ehrhardt 
as executive secretary of the AFL-CIO Cen- 
tral Trades & Labor Union is labor’s principal 
spokesman in this area. If he could convince 
labor’s representatives that their children are 
being short-changed now—that the youngsters 
would get all the schooling the people are 
paying for by subordinating patronage to in- 
struction, surely labor would support this im- 
portant reform. | 

The big stumbling block is the Building & 
Construction Trades Council which fears the 
change might cost ita few jobs in the Build- 
ing department. Experts who have. studied 
the 1200-employe department say that it 
wouldn’t. But even if some jobs were abol- 


ished, is the Council willing to sacrifice 
schooling for the children of all of its mem- 
bers to preserve cushy posts for a few? This 
is one case where what is good for the com- 
munity is good for labor. If Mr. Ehrhardt 
can persuade the politically-powerful Build- 
ing Trades group of that elemental fact, the 
necessary legislation ought to sail through 
the Legislature with very little interference. 


Saving Two Lovely Streams 

The move to create a national recreation 
area around the crystal springwaters of the 
Current and Eleven Point rivers is one which 
we warmly wish success. A bill memorializing 
Congress to create the area has been intro- 
duced in the Missouri Legislature by Repre- 
sentative W. T. Bollinger Jr. of Carter county 
and referred to the Resolutions Committee. 

A plan to preserve the unique scenic values 
of these watersheds at the heart of Missouri's 
famous Big Springs country has already been 
prepared. It is the work of the Missouri Di- 
vision of Resources and Development, Con- 
servation Commission, and State Park Board, 
and the National Park Service. The United 
States Forest Service and Soil Conservation 
Service have done preliminary work in the 
area, and the Secretary of Agriculture has 
designated portions of the Clark and Shawnee 
national forests as some of the national recre- 
ation preserves of the Current and Eleven 
Point. 

As a report by the Missouri agencies and 
the Park Service has pointed out, “without 
some sort of plan the scenic qualities of these 
two river basins will deteriorate . . . in ruth- 
less exploitation with the probable re- 
sult of a further declining population and a 
relatively weak economy.” 

Negatively, a plan and controls for the 
area are needed to prevent the construction 
of dams such as have been proposed in the 
past, and to prevent types of industrialization 
which would mar the natural beauty. Affirma- 
tively, they are needed to stop erosion of the 
soil and siltation of the streams, rebuild the 
forests under sustained-yield cutting, and pro- 
mote the uses of the area for the recreational 
and esthetic purposes for which it offers so 
much. 

The hard facts are that the area is on the 
downgrade and likely to become worse unless 
and until it gets better. Getting better, more- 
over, will depend on doing something to make 
it better. An area which is now a problem 
can be made a pride of our state and region. 
Like the Meramec valley still nearer our 
doors here in St. Louis, the Current and 
Eleven Point valleys present an exciting 
challenge. 


By Way of the White House 

January is the month of many official mes- 
Sages and reports. One which particularly 
deserves attention is the annual report of 
the National Science Foumdation, presented 
by its director, Dr. Alan T. Waterman, to the 
White House, and now submitted by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower to Congress. 

The gist of Dr. Waterman's report is a 
quiet but serious warning to the American 
people whom he finds entirely too apathetic 
in responsing to the Russian scientific achieve- 
ment. He says: “As a nation we appear to 
forget that we live in a competitive world 
and shall continue to do so. It seems abun- 
dantly clear that we shall rapidly lose in 
competition unless we can show more deter- 
mined and constructive efforts than we have 
during the past years.” 

Asserting that we have made only a start 
in meeting the needs in education and sci- 
ence, Dr. Waterman declares that there is 
great danger that an over-emphasis on econ- 
omy will hold us back in these vital fields. 
Since this is a message needed as much by 
the Eisenhower Administration as by the peo- 
ple, it is a good thing that the channel for 
routing the National Science Foundation re- 
port to Congress included the President's 
desk. 


Congress Leads on Housing 

Congress has jumped out in front of the 
Administration on housing and urban renewal 
and probably will stay there. Bills that are 
substantially more liberal than the program 
expected from the Administration have been 
introduced by the Democratic leadership in 
both houses. 

The Senate measure, offered by Senators 
Sparkman and Clark, provides somewhat less 
money for several aspects of the program 
than does the House version, sponsored by 
Representative Albert Rains of Alabama. The 
Rains bill would make available $500,000,000 
a year for slum clearance grants to cities for 
three years; the Sparkman-Clark proposal 
$350,000,000 a year for six. In the last ses- 
sion the Administration recommended about 
$200,000,000 a year for six. 

One significant development in this field is 
a New York Times report that several polls 
in the House indicate that for the first time 
in 10 years a majority of the members favors 
public housing. 

Urban renewal and public housing are es- 
sential tools in the rebuilding of America’s 
slum-ridden major cities. Let us hope that 
Congress wilk give housing the priority it 
deserves and, having done so, that the Presi- 
dent will go along with this entirely proper 
public policy. 


On a Back Track 

In his televised press conference President 
Eisenhower made a good argument for ex- 
tending voting rights and no argument at all 
for the right to equal education. The Presi- 
dent answered a question about school inte- 
gration by stressing voting rights and saying 
there was a difference between the right to 
vote and the right to attend school, Diffi- 
culties are encountered, he said, when one 
comes up against matters controlled by states. 

Difficulties are encountered everywhere in 
upholding civil rights, of course, but how 
can the President consider voting rights a 
federal concern and school integration a 
state concern? It is true that the states ad- 
minister schools, but they also administer 
voting laws. The United States Constitution 
guards the right to vote, but it also guards 
equal rights in education. When state con- 
duct opposes the Constitution in either field, 
it is the Federal Government's duty to uphold 
the supreme law. 

Mr. Eisenhower was on the right track a 
week earlier when he spoke, in his State of 
the Union message, of an obligation to defend 


equality of opportunity “by our leadership | 


in teaching, persuading, demonstrating and 
in enforcing the law.” And that applies to 
public schools as well as ballot boxes.

Conflict of Rights in the Torre Press Case 


Woman Columnist WV ent to Jail Rather Than Disclose Statement’s Source

The jailing of a television colum- 
nist has provoked considerable dis- 
cussion, public and private, about the 
meaning of that much-sounded 
phrase, freedom of the press. 

Marie Torre, televisions writer for 
the New York Herald Tribune, went 
to jail because she had refused to 
identify the source of an item in 
her column. She was sentenced to 
servé 10 days for criminal contempt 
of court, The column in question 
appeared on Jan. 
10, 1957. It quoted 
’ an unnamed “ex-

Miss Garland sued Columbia for 
$1,393,333. She made two claims— 
that C.B.S. had illegally broken her 
contract and that the network had 
libeled her in the statements printed 
in Miss Torre’s column. 

In order to collect on the libel 
complaint Miss Garland clearly had 
to prove that someone at C.B.S. had 
really made the defamatory remarks. 
Her lawyers set out to do this in pre- 


trial proceedings by asking Miss 
Torre who the C.BS. “executive” 
was. 


Miss Torre refused to name her 
source. A federal judge ordered her 
to, she persisted in her refusal and 
the judge found her guilty of con- 
tempt. The Court of Appeals for the 
Second Circuit affirmed, and the 
Supreme Court refused to review 
the case. 


It is against those facts that the 
problem of press freedom has been 
argued. It enters the case because 
of the ancient fear of newspapeer 
men that, if they are compelled to 
name their sources of information, 
the sources will dry up. 

The case for Miss Torre’s position 
was summarized in a statement by 
the Herald Tribune as follows: “If

the courts can compel reporters to 
disclose such sources, newspapers 
will be seriously handicapped in 
their efforts to present news which 
the citizens of this country have a 
right to know.” 

Miss Torre herself said: “I would 
be betraying my entire profession if 
I revealed my source.” 

Those on this side of the argu- 
ment note, for example, the case of 
a newspaper exposing corruption in 
a local government—on the basis of 
information supplied confidentially 
by honest government employes. 

If the corrupt officials can com- 
pel reporters to name their sources, 
the argument goes, the honest em- 
ployves will be dismissed and all 
chance of exposing the corruption 
will vanish. 

On the other side, the basic con- 
tention is that freedom of the press, 
like other freedoms, is not absolute. 


Freedom of speech, for example, 
is undoubtedly limited by the fact 
that the speaker can be called to 
account in a slander or libel suit. 
Yet few would argue that man 
should be absolutely free to defame 
others. 

If press freedom were an abso- 
lute in this area, the argument is, 
then other important interests of so- 
ciety would suffer. 


Persons might plant malicious 
items in columns and then hide be- 
hind the cloak of press freedom. Ir- 
responsible gossip columnists would 
be encouraged to make up nasty 
items themselves and then attribute 
them to unnamed sources. 


In this view, one factor in the 
equation would be the nature of the 
news item. 


A story of commanding public in- 
terest—the exposure of government 
corruption, for example—would be 
entitled to more protection than, 
say, tidbits on Hollywood personali- 
ties. 

This position—that there is no ab- 
solute , that the various interests 
must be weighed against each other 
—was the one taken in the principal 
opinion in the Torre case, written 
for the Federal Court of Appeals by 
Judge Potter Stewart, now a Su- 
preme Court Justice. 

Justice Stewart accepted in his 
opinion the “hypothesis” that “com- 
pulsory disclosure of a journalist's 
confidential sources of information 


may entail an abridgment of press 
freedom.” But he added “What must 
be determined is whetijer the inter- 
est to be served by campelling the 
testimony of the witnes in the pres- 
ent case justifies som¢ impairment 
of this First Amendmen freedom.... 


“Freedom of the preis,” he wrote, 
“hard-won over the centuries by men 
of courage, is basic to 4 free society. 
But basic too are coutts of justice, 
armed with the powet to discover 
truth.” 

Balancing those two factors, Jus- 
tice SteWart found thai Miss Torre's 
interest must here gire way “to a 
paramount public infrest in the 
fair administration of justice.” 

It is an essential pat of our sys- 
tem of justice, he said, that parties 
have the power to conpel testimony 
in their favor. 

The opinion made clear that the 
court was balancing the particular 
interests in this partitular case. 

“We are not dealing here,” Justice 
Stewart said, ‘with the use of the 
judicial process to fotce a wholesale 
disclosure of a newépaper’'s confi- 
dential sources of ne¥s, nor with a 
case where the identiy of the news 
source is of doubtful relevance (in 
the suit.)”

The determination to be a pro- 
fessional bowler brought bowl- 
ing’s most prized award to 
Billy Weiu night.

The game was the 
succession in which Welu and 
Bluth were paired. Through a 
schedule coincidence they were 
matched in the fifteenth round, 
and because they were then 1-2 
in the standings they met again 
in the position round that con- 
cluded the nine-day tourna- 
ment. 

In this double-feature thriller 
for the Buffalo fans, the two

Investors pre- 
fer future returns and capital 
gains—growth. The assumption 
is that recovery will (1) pro- 
ceed through 1959, (2) be broad 
and sustained, and (3) lift cor- 
porate earnings and dividends 
to levels which would justify 
currert stock prices. That as- 
sumption still is. to be vali- 
dated. It leaves Wall Street 
exposed — vulnerable —to dis- 
appointment.

Douglas D. Ordahl, head of 
the station’s missile propulsion 
division, told a press confer- 
ence “We hope to make a test 
vehicle within the next six 
months.” 

In ground tests, the engine 
has developed thrusts of up to 
10,000 pounds—compared with 
the 400,000-pound thrust of the 


missile. 

Ordahl said, however, “‘there 
is no limit to the ultimate size 
and power of the engine.”’ 

Some of the test engines, 
Ordahl said, have burned as 
long as four hours, throttled 
down. 

“Current missiles burn up 
all their fuel in a minute or 
so,” he said, “largely because 
they can’t be throttled and 
have to gain all their thrust at 
the start of their flight. 

“The new engine does not 
have to burn all its fuel at 
once. It can burn only what is 
necessary and save the remain- 
ed for later spurts.” 

Up to now, 
the big problem in space travel 
has been guidance, not power. 

“We have had engines that 


ballistic , 


scientists said, | 


could go to the moon—if we 
had proper control over them,” 
he said. “This new engine gives 
us that control. 

“It means we can change di- 
rection and speed in flight, 
that we can slow down and 
make a feather-soft landing on 
the moon or any of the planets, 
and take off again. It also 
means we can bring manned 
satellites back from orbit with- 
out damage by controlling di- 
rection and speed as they re- 
enter the atmosphere.” 

The engine burns a different 
kind of fuel from that used in 
current big missiles. Instead of 
kerosene and liquid oxygen, 
which is hazardous and diffi- 
cult to store, it burns two 
secret fluids which ignite on 
contact with each other. 

The fluids are fed through a 
valve. The valve controls the 


flow of both liquids into the | 


engine’s combustion chamber, 
thus enabling scientists to reg- 
ulate the amount of thrust pro- 
duced—either by a hand lever 
or by remote radio control. 
“There liquids can be stored 
indefinitely without corroding 
their aluminum tanks,” Ordahl 
said. “A missile using this type 
of fuel could be loaded at the 
factory and stored for years. 
When delivered to troops inthe 
field, it could be fired on a 
moment’s notice. No count- 
down would be necessary.”

Changing Face 
Of Hollywood 


NEW YORK, Jan. 19. P 
I JUST HEARD an hour-long documentary called “The 
Changing Face of Hollywood” which made me hunger for 
the dear old days of radio. The show is a really thorough 
tour of Hollywood, investigating how it got the way it is 
today, with comments, 
commentaries and obser- 
vations by the people on 
the scene from the old- 
sters like Cecil B. De 
Mille and Sam Goldwyn 
to the youngsters like Jo- 
anne Woodward and 
Diane Varsi. 

The whole show was 
put together by CBS's 
West Coast correspond- 
ent, Joe Laitin, who 
wrote the show, did the 
interviews and the narra- 
tion. When the hour was 
over, I felt I really knew 
Hollywood. A lot of it I 
already knew, though it's 
nice to hear it confirmed; 
much of it I didn’t know. 

Laitin, a contributor to 

the Post-Dispatch Every- 
SAM GOLDWYN day Magazine, opened ap- 
propriately with some comments on the movie audience— 
where it went and why it went there. He tells the story of 
the movie theater operator who gets a call asking when the 
feature goes on and his answer: “When can you get here?” 
You hear the voice of the guide on a sightseeing bus ex- 
plaining that the homes the visiting yokels want to see 
most are those of Liberace and Lawrence Welk, both tele- 
vision rather than movie personalities. 


One of the things I didn’t know about the 
movie industry in the new television age was the 
importance of the theme song. You hear the voice 
of Frank Sinatra singing “All the Way.” and then 
Laitin explains: “But the producer made the fatal 
mistake of not naming the picture after it. Can 
you name the picture?” I couldn't. Then Debbie 
Reynolds is heard singing “Tammy” as Laitin tells 
of the tremendous effect on the box office that hit 
record made. 


Laitin rounded up most of Hollywood's new breed of 
independent film producers: Kirk Douglas, who said among 
other things that Kirk Douglas the producer can't afford 
Kirk Douglas the actor; Stanley Kramer, who said he made 
pictures to satisfy only himself, and the vef®ran independ- 
ent Sam Goldwyn, who said the future “lies in better pic- 
tures. The fewer pictures the better they'll be.” 


One of the most entertaining segments came 
when Laitin interviewed a tycoon in the monster 
picture business named Jim Nicholson and his part- 
ner Samuel Z. Arkoff who ground out “I Was a 
Teenage Werewolf” for $125,000. It earned around 
$3,000,000. Nicholson and Arkoff, in their own 
spirited defense, declared: “Our monsters don't 
drink or smoke. One of our monsters might pick 
up a girl and carry her off but he intends only 
murder.” 


Laitin asked the partners if they had ever contemplated 
making a picture of some child classic, say, “Hansel and 
Gretel.” “No, it would be too horrible,” they declared. 
Then the granddaddy in the horror line, Boris Karloff, was 
interviewed and said he thought his monsters were in much 
better taste than the current monsters. “We left something 
to the imagination.” 

Laitin told of a record deal in which John Wayne and 
William Holden get $750,000 and 20 per cent of the profits 
for a picture. “We've ruined the old kind of picture com- 
pany,” says Wayne, “the one where they put their rela- 
tives on the payroll.” Wayne protested he was rich ‘only 
while I'm working. I can't afford to quit.” 


Joanne Woodward said now “acting !s of prime 
importance to an actress.” It wasn’t always that 
way in Hollywood. “The bankers are simple peo- 
ple,” boasted Tony Curtis. “They say ‘Who?’ If 
you haven't got a name—no money.” This was 
promptly denied by a banker who lends money to 
make pictures. The first question asked by bank- 
ers, said this banker, is who will release the pic- 
ture. The name of the star, he said is far down on 
the list. No, bankers don’t care about scripts much 
and wouldn't dream of censoring them. “Did your 
bank loan the money for ‘A Nice Little Bank That 
Should Be Robbed?” asked Laitin. “No,” said the 
banker. 


No documentary on Hollywood would be complete with- 
out a few words from Louella Parsons who contributed: 
“I would suggest more comedy, more love and less sex. 
Good old-fashioned cry and laugh movies.” Much more 
hard-headed was Yul Brynner: “I like the situation we 
find ourselves in. The industry is dead and we're much 
better off. Now we're reduced to making masterpieces.” 

Even Laitin concludes with: “The movie tmdustry is 
now economically committed to art and they owe it all to 
television.”
